DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on June 18, 2010 lias been entered. 



REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The followings are an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the limitation 

"e) identifying the user record of the user making the search request; and 
f) searching the stored user records using the link information to produce a list of 
search results corresponding to the search request, wherein the link information is 
iteratively used to identify further user records located up to a predetermined number of 
links from the user record of the user making the search request" 

in combination with the remaining elements as cited in claims 55 and claim 59. 

3. Dependent claims 56-58 and 60-62 being further limiting to the independent 
claim 1 or 16, and enabled by the specification are also allowed. 

4. The closest prior art, Venkatraman et al (U.S. Patent 5,844,973) describes a 
conference billing system with ID tagging allocates charges for a conference based on a 
prior reservation. The billing system also supports different tariffs and pricing structures 
for individual call legs in the conference, such as audio, video, digital data, or mixed. In 
addition, the billing system prepares a consolidated bill for dial-in and dial-out calls 
based on a unique ID assigned to each conference. The bill contains the description of 
the conference with its individual call legs grouped together for easy identification and 
verification by the customer, even though the individual call legs of the conference may

be serviced by different long distance switching offices. Furtlier, Venl<atrannan in view of 
Kraay et al (U.S. Patent 5,956,717), Marx et al (U.S. Patent 6,950,504 B1), De I'Etraz at 
al (U.S. Patent 6,324,541) and Kolluri et al (U.S. Patent Application 2003/0101286 Al) 
does not teach or suggest the limitations cited above as being free of any prior art when 
read in the claims as a whole.
